The similarity between the proposed "consolidation 
of western Eu rope” and the maze of treaties created 
for the secu rity of western Eu rope after World war Is 
obviou s. Bu t the most striking thing abou t the new 
proposal Is the territory It seeks to protect against the 
westward pu sh of Ru ssian Influ ence—France, Bel­ 
giu m. the Netherlands, Lu xembou rg and G reat Bri­ 
tain. This is now the frontier. The west is closing its 
ranks, bu t the ranks are pitifu lly thin compared with 
tbe years after World war I. 
The nations that remain were then deep in the 
second line of defense. The frontier—the coron sanl- 
taire which France tried to bu ild to stop Ru ssia—was 
comprised of Poland, Czechoslovakia. Romania and 
Yu goslavia. The last three were fu rther organized In 
a separate bloc, the little Entenete, led by Czecho­ 
slovakia. Fu rther treaties were made among and be­ 
tween all the sovereignties seeking secu rity, and this 
maze of diplomatic paper-work was to become the 
challenge to a resu rgent German empire, which set 
ou t to divide and conqu er the combined nations—bu t 
for Ru ssia’s advantage, as things tu rned ou t. 
The west still hopes to save two potentially pow­ 
erfu l territories fiom Ru ssian domination—the wes­ 
tern half of Germany and all of Italy. It hopes, also, 
to have the su pport of Norway and Sweden. Bu t It has 
lost all the nations on the border of the Soviet u nion, 
except Finland—and Finland is being ‘'invited,, to en­ 
ter the ¡Soviet bloc. 


Stale Trading 
The secretary of agricu ltu re’s hope that resu ming 
government grain-bu ying won’t jack u p prices again 
after last month's slu mp cau sed by su spension of 
pu rcases for export is wishfu l. Senators debating the 
Marshall plan know that all government pu rchases 
for export have an effect on prices. I t’s one of the 
tou ghest problems in the Eu ropean recovery pro­ 
gram. 
A still tou gher problem Is how to make government 
the biggest pu rchaser of produ ction for expert withou t 
pu tting private traders ou t of bu siness. The latter 
point to the consequ ences of state trading In Eu rope 
and in this cou ntry u nder lend-lease and qu ote econ­ 
omists who say control and condu ct of export trade, 
by government is the most Important single m atter 
affecting free-enterprise capitalism in the world to­ 
day—the economic climax of nationalism. 
Under the Marshall plan, the government wou ld 
compete with domestic bu yers for hu ndreds of items, 
then wou ld export what it bou ght at the expense of the 
export-trade indu stry. The timing and pricing of gov­ 
ernm ent pu rchases wou ld be Involved deeply in both 
domestic and Internationa] politic* To point this ou t 
is not an indictment of the Marshal) plan. Bu t it 
wou ld be foolish to forget that any plan which calls 
for state trading on a wholesale scale for a t least 
five yean cou ld be carried ou t withou t tremendou s 
effect on free-enterprise capitalism in the United 
States.

The fever disap­ 
pears, the cou gh becomes les# and 
the appetite improves. As I said be­ 
fore. it now seems to aid oniy abou t 
one-fou rth of all tu bercu losis pa­ 
tients bu t, as time and research go 
forward, it is to be hoped that its 
u sefu lness can be increased. 
Has Brou ght Cu res 
Streptomycin has 
even brou ght 
abou t c u r s of tu bercu losis menin­ 
gitis. This Is inflammation of the 
covering membrane of the brain and 
spinal cord and has formerly been 
considered incu rable. 
Reactions

may occu r if the preparation is u sed 
for longer than seven to ten days, 
bu t Is a ru le they are not seriou s. 
Dizziness is common with prolonged 
u se of the dru g.

So far as medicine is concerned, 
-we are living in a new era marked 
by the introdu ction of what are 
known 
as antibiotic» . 
These su b­ 
stances are potent germ fighters. 
They attack directly many of the 
mcst dangerou s of disease-cu u sing 
organisms knocking them ou t with 
a speed which seems miracu lou s to 
those of u s who knew the power of 
th:se geim-armies when u nopposed. 
Thcu gh research will u ndou btedly 
give u s hew. and perhaps more ef­ 
fective, antibiotics In the fu tu re, 
d o most Important of those In u se 
teday are probably penicillin 
and 
streptomycin. Even these two have 
been su fficient to revolu tionize the 
treatm ent of many different types 
of infections, both mild and seriou s. 
Greater Ch&mphm 
So far, penicillin Is the greater 
champion. The list of germs which 
it attacks is long and inclu des some 
of the worst enemies of mankind. 
T hu s.. at present, it is the treat­ 
ment of choice in infections du e to 
staphylococcal, pneu mococcal, 
and 
hemolytjc streptococcal germs. It is 
also employed for gonorrhea, syphi­ 
lis, and an infection of the heart 
valves known as bacterial endocar­ 
ditis, which is cau sed by :he strep- J 
tococcal' germ. 
While 
its list 
of victories 
is 
shorter, streptomycin 
is partieu -' 
larly valu able becau se it rou ts an 
entirely different class 
of 
germs 
from those against which penicillin 
is effective. As of today, it is the 
only one of the antib.otics w hFhj 
has any effect on the germ cau sing 
tu bercu losis and thu s gives u s ou r 
first direct weapon 
against 
this 
dread disease. Unfortu nately, how­ 
ever. It seems to be effective in only 
abou t 25 per cent of the case*.

treated with streptomycin, are tu ­ 
laremia;

ment la ter a ssisted the President 
in prepa ring his ma jor foreign pol­ 
icy a ddress of the ca mpa ign. 
Goes To Hospita l 
Three da y s la ter, on Oct. 2, my 
73rd birthda y , I left the Sta te de­ 
pa rtment a very ill ma n. I spent 
18 da y s a t my a pa rtment try ing 
va inly to recover, during which time 
I ca rried on my work to some de­ 
gree, a nd wa s then ta ken to the 
Na va l Medica l Center a t Bethesda , 
Ma ry la nd, where I rema ined for 
a bout seven months, a t times In 
the Sta te depa rtment—ha lf a ga in 
longer tha n a ny one else in our 
history —during one of the most 
crucia l periods in the life of our 
na tion, ha d utterly exha usted me. 
Soon a fter I a rrived a t the hos­ 
pita l, the President sent the White 
House phy sicia n, Vice-Admira l Ross 
T. McInty re, to rea ssure me a bout 
my conditibn a nd to convince me 
tha t I would recover sufficiently 
to resume my duties within a rea ­ 
sona ble time. 
Then the President 
visited me a nd spent a n hour a nd 
a ha lf during which he urged upon 
me the wisdom of not resigning. 
He a ssured me I could ta ke some 
lea ve a nd a fter a rea sona ble period 
return to my office a t the Sta te 
Depa rtment. 
I did not hesita te but promptly 
declined to withhold my resigna ­ 
tion.. I sa id it wa s next to ta king 
my life to be compelled to resign, 
with the tremendous pla ns to which 
I ha d been giving my chief a tten­ 
tion not y et a dopted. But, I a dded, 
I ha d a lmost utterly exha usted my 
strength hi underta king to ca rry 
forwa rd these giga ntic efforts, a nd 
I ha d swung down to the lowest 
rung on the phy sica l la dder. 
I 
sa id I could not possibly reta in my 
office with its terrific responsibil­ 
ities a nd a t the sa me time ma ke a 
recovery . 
The President then urged very 
insistently tha t I not resign until 
the end of his present term, J a n. 
20, 1945. 
I replied tha t persona lly 
I would be extremely 1 gla d to ta ke 
this course, but I pointed out tha t 
if I did so critics would begin a l 
most in no time to empha size the 
tremendous responsibilities resting,, 
on me a nd the Sta ts depa rtment 
a nd, while expressing sy mpa thy lor

Mr. Roosevelt then a sked tha t I 
not resign a t lea st until a fter the 
election. To this I a greed. 
The President on Nov. 21 wrote 
me a splendid letter, which he be­ 
ga n by sa y ing tha t my letter "ha s 
hit me between wind a nd wa ter." 
It ha s been very sa d,” he went 
on, "for me even to contempla te the 
ending of our close rela tionship 
during a ll these twelve y ea rs. 
It 
is not merely tha t our persona l re­ 
la tions ha ve been so uniformly a nd 
inva ria bly a greea ble, or tha t our 
J oint work ha s borne true success 
in so ma ny fields, a s it Is the per­ 
sona l feeling of not being a ble to 
lea n on y ou for a id a nd intima te 
Intercha nge of thought. 
"This is especia lly true beca use 
we ha ve come so fa r a long the roa d 
of friendly rela tions a mong na tions 
tha t I ha ve counted so much on 
y our help In ca rry ing this work 
through the fina l sta ge of complex' 
a nd difficult conditions which still 
fa ce us. 
Your hea lth is honestly my first 
thought, a nd I a m rea lly confi­ 
dent tha t y ou will be on y our feet 
a ga in in a rela tively short time, 
even though y ou a re limited lo 
specia l ta sks a nd a void the da ily 
routine of depa rtment work. 
As 
of toda y , therefore, y ou must de­ 
vote a ll y our thought to getting 
ba ck on y our feet a nd on this a il 
y our friends wiU J oin in helping." 
He then repea ted his suggestion 
tha t I continue in office until the 
beginning of the fourth term, sa y ­ 
ing: 
“ I will, of course, a ccept y our res­ 
igna tion a s Secreta ry of Sta te If 
y ou wa nt me to do so. But I wish 
y ou would, a s a n a lterna tive a llow 
me to a ccept it a s of J a n. 20, which 
is the end of our Third term. Per­ 
ha ps sentiment enters into this 
suggestion a little bit, but it would 
give me grea t sa tisfa ction if we 
should round out the three terms 
Tha t mea ns two months more, a nd 
during tha t time I could see y ou 
from time to time a nd get y our a d­ 
vice on some of the things tha t 
will come before us.” 
Fa ther Of “ U. N.” 
THE PRESIDENT then ma de a 
suggestion which would ha ve been 
dea r, indeed to my hea rt ha d I 
been a ble to a ccept it. "Incidenta lly ,” 
he sa id, "when the orga niza tion of 
the United Na tions is set up, I 
sha ll continue to pra y tha t y ou a s 
the Fa ther of the United Na tions 
ma y preside over its first session. 
Tha t ha s nothing to do with wheth 
er y ou a te Secreta ry of Sta te or not 
a t the time, but should go to y ou 
% the one person in a ll the world 
who ha s done the ma tt- to ma ke this 


doctors who were trea ting me. Their 
a nswer wa s tha t I could not possibly 
return to my office for a long time 
to come. I did not think it fa ir either 
to the government or to my self, 
therefore, to a ccept the president’s 
suggestion tha t I rema in in office 
until J a n. 20. I felt it wa s only J ust 
tha t a new Secreta ry of Sta te should 
be na med to ta ke over. And I felt 
tha t, a s titula r hea d of the Sta te 
depa rtment, I would be held re­ 
sponsible for foreign policies in the 
formula tion of which I ha d no a c­ 
tive pa rt. 
I therefore replied to the Presi­ 
dent on Nov. 23, telling him I wa s 
deeply moved by his letter a nd eter 
na lly gra teful for his kind solici­ 
tude a bout my hea lth a nd his gen 
ercus references to our close per­ 
sona l a nd officia l rela tionship of 12 
y ea rs. After repea ting tha t It wa s 
a persona l tra gedy to me tha t my 
sta te of hea lth ma de it impossible 
to continue in the public service 
a nd a fter sta ting tha t I would a l­ 
wa y s cherish the ties between us of 
friendship a nd a ffection, I sa id: 
“ With a ll my hea rt I wish tha t I 
cculd meet y our desire tha t my res­ 
igna tion a s Secreta ry of Sta te be­ 
come effective on J a n. 20 ra ther 
tha n now, I ha ve consulted a ga in 
with my phy sicia ns. The speed of 
my recovery is definitely connect­ 
ed with the extent to which I ca n 
be free from a ll worry a nd respon­ 
sibility . You ca n well understa nd 
tha t a t a time like this, it is Impos 
sible for me to la y a side the hea vy 
responsibilities of the Secreta ry ship 
of Sta te so long a s I rema in in tha t 
office, in fa irness to the ca use for 
which y ou a nd I ha ve worked so 
long together, tco the country , to 
y ou, a nd to my self, I feel tha t my 
resigna tion must become effective 
now,” 
I- repea ted tha t, a s soon a s I re 
covered mv hea lth, I would be en 
tirely a t his service with wha tever 
contribution 
I could 
ma ke indi 
vidua lly to the solution of the tre­ 
mendous a nd crucia l problems tha t 
la y a hea d 
The President now a ccepted my 
resigna tion, a nd 
a nnounce it on 


F. D. R. Tired, Too 
THE PRESIDENT ca me to see me 
a t the hospita l severa l times.. On 
one occa sion, looking tired a nd worn 
he wa s then only a few weeks from 
dea th—he sa id to me a s 1 la y in 
bed, "I ought to be there where 
y ou a re.” 
During the seven long months I 
spent in the hospita l I wa s 
fre­ 
quently hea rtened by signs tha t, 
though out of office, my work wa s 
not forgotten. 
From the Ya lta conference I re­ 
ceived a ca ble signed by Roosevelt, 
Sta lin, Churchill, Molotov, Eden a nd 
Stettinlus, sa y ing: We ha ve missed 
y ou a t this conference a nd send to 
y ou our a ffectiona te greetings. We 
wish for y ou a speedy recovery in 
orfer tha t a ll of us ma y ha ve the 
benefit of 
a ssocia tion 
with 
y ou 
a ga in.” 
I should sta te a t this point tha t 
wa s not consulted by the Presi­ 
dent or a ny one else on policy Issues 
prior to or during the Ya lta con­ 
ference. The President visited me 
a t the hospita l J ust before depa rting 
for Ya lta , but he did not ta ke up 
with me a ny of the topics he expect­ 
ed to discuss with 
Sta lin 
a nd 
Churchill or the decisions he might 
ma ke. Nor wa s I informed before­ 
ha nd of the purposes of this gov­ 
ernment a t a ny other importa nt 
conference subsequently , with the 
exception of tha t a t Sa n Fra ncisco. 
Two months a fter the Ya lta con 
ference I wa s stunned on April 12 
by President 
Roosevelt's 
sudden

THAT WAS to aay, of course, 
that the two p owers would use 
their armies to keep Hitler in hand

fisted firmness by the Allies might 
have p revented war. 
Now with the Communizing of 
Czechoslovakia we have reached a 
crucial p oint in a fresh world con­ 
quest which the democracies have 
been trying to halt by ap p easement.
